IT was with the icy wastes of 
Alaska as a background that 

Rtx Beach first made Tils mark as 
a story-teller. But dreading the 
label of an "Alaikan author," he 
determined to head South in search 
of a yarn.

One giant monster 
the party uncovered was thirty feet 
long. Stretched out asleep on a sand­ 
bar, no noise was found to rouse him. 
Beach fired a shot at his head. 
Strangely enough, nothing hap­ 
pened. "That monster merely shiv­ 
ered feebly, flapped its tail and 
called it a day," Beach writes.

The scene was filmed, the croco­ 
dile's mouth propped open with a 
Btout stick, and pictures were taken 
with Beach's head and shoulders in­ 
side what the author describes as 
the longest yawn on record.

"We were using that crocodile for- 
_ chaise tongue, when it suddenly 
came to 'life. Hit huge body heaved; 
his jaws clashed together like a 
gate; and his tail swept forward 
scattering men, guns and equip­ 
ment."
The men fled and luckily escaped 
unharmed;

"To this day," Beach confides, "it 
gives me a chill to see an alligator- 
hide suitcase with the lid open. I 
don't tnut those creatures even 
Wr^frey.ihsM brass fittings and 
si monogram.1'

J than Paul Gallico. A c/ack reporter, one of the nation's greatest 
(ports writers, Galileo's recent Hiram Holliday itories now stamp him 
as a white hope of our literature.

"He is forty-three now," writes sports columnist Bob Considine 
In the January issue of Cosmopolitan Magazine, "a big, friendly guy 
with a romantic heart and a fust1

even then he probably won't forgive 
his Maker for sweeping him off th» 
earth before he had time to try, see, 
and write an the things that fill his 
heart and mind.

At the moment, Gallico Is in the 
throes of the greatest tragedy of 
his life. On the eve of World War II,

_eveloped phlebetis, an excrntiating- 
ly painful affliction. The direct des-

 ndcnt of this ailment is the moat 
recent Hiram Holiday story. In this 
brilliant fact-studded fiction, Hiram 
accomplishes everything Galllao 
himself could not. He is equippll 
with the dogged Gallico strengni, 
the same impelling gall, plus his own

irious humility.
"Where Gallico will tie or what 

he'll be doing when this appears, 
Considine concludes, "heaven only 
knows. But it is safe to Bay that fl 
he can stir, he will be where things 
are happening, throwing his full 210 
pounds into everything he tackles."

CRIME WAVE 
DECREASES 
IN STATE

SACRAMENTO,  John Oee 
Clark, chairman of the «tat« 
board of prison terms and pa­ 
roles, today claimed a reduction 
both in crime and state expendi­ 
tures as a result of ineretucd 
paroles granted to prisoners.

In his annual report Clartt 
said 2207 Immediate and future 
date paroles were granted dur­ 
ing the fiscal year ending June 
30, an Increase of 87.3 pcr.osnt 
over the previous fiscal year. 
During the year he said there 
was a reduction of about 400 
In the number of felony arr*»tj 
reported throughout the stttt, 
from 28,940 to 28,534.

At the same time, Clark 
pointed out the cost of main­ 
taining violators in the state 
prisons Is between $201 and $213 
a year, while parolees cost the 
state only $40 a year.

Needs More Officers
Difficulty In obtaining em­ 

ployment for paroled men has 
hampered even wider extension 
of parole, Clark said. Of the 
J287 men granted paroles dur­ 
ing the year, he said, 544 were 
forced to remain 1n prison b«- 
cauM jobs could not be found 
for them. Another 2867 were <Ds- 
charged at the ends of their 
sentences because no Jobs w>r« 
available when they were 
granted paroles in past yoart. 
. Clark cJeclared the sltu«j|jon 
would be solved partially by ian 
increased force of parole officers 
to make active attempts at find­ 
ing Jobs for the men. He lias 
asked for more officers In -his 
1641-43 budget.

Another r e c o m m e n d att>p n 
urged expansion of the priiton 
road camps to permit greater 
use of prisoners In constructing 
highways. Clark said thoUaWJo* 
of prisoners have been used (In 
this work with beneficial results 
since enabling legislation was 
passed in 1915. . .

Clark noted a significant In­ 
crease in sex offenses in .the 
state. He said he knew <of-<no 
igislation which would solve '|he 

problem, but declared the parole 
board is endeavoring to proyjde 
for clinical psychiatric treatment 
and observation of paroled 
offenders.
